The sinking of a row boat in the Wau- 
kegan harbor Sunday afternoon nearly 
caused the death of four men. Had help 
not been given immediately, it in certain 
that it least two members of the party 
would have lost thoir lives. One man 
alone and unaided went to their rescue in 
the light houso keeper's boat, and with the 
assistance of the light house keeper who 
came to his assistance a short time later, 
.managed to draw .them to safety. 

A pnrty consisting of Paul .Gerhardt, 
formerly a baker at Highland Park; It. 
Gruener, a barber, Edward Giese, city 
surveyor, and Joseph Tucker, all of Wau- 
kegan, rowed out to the breakwater to fish. 

They had not been'there long before a 
■wind nrose and tho lake become rough. 
Thinking that the storm would be of short 
duration they decided to stay a while 
longer. But instead of dying out the wind 
became. stronger and the waves ran higher 
and higher. At Inst it was decided that 
they had belter return to tho shore with nil 
possible haste. 

Thoy Btarted and no long ns they were in 
the shelter of the breakwater all went well, 
out the moment they got where the waves 
could strike them they began to have 
trouble. 

The. frail little craft was pitched to and 

fro and^despite the fact that Mr. Gruener, 

, "*"~"*w , no was doing the rowing, was a expert 

oarsman, the heavy load made the task a 

difficult one. 

Justin) they urrivejl at a point between 
the north and BOutrV piers thoy were struck 
by a wave larger than any of the rett. The 
stern went under nnd the boat was swamp. 
ed. In an instant the four men found 
themselves struggling in the water. 

Only two of the men could swim. Giese 
at once struck out for shore and reached a 
place of "safety. Gruener, however, por- 
. ceived the fact that his companions could 
not swim nnd keeping a cool head decided 
to stay and keep them above water. This 
was not nn easy task for Gerhardt seemed 
to he completely exhausted. Tucker grasp- 
ed tho stern of the boat and clung there 
but Gerhardt wus washed loose by the high 
waves. 

Gruener dived and brought tho unfor- 
tunato man to the surface where lie placed 
-.- ' tVls bunds on the edge of the boat. Once 
more the waves washed him looso and 
again he sank beneath, the water. This 
time it was not so easy to rescue him and 
it was two minutes before ho rose to the 
surface. 

Reaching out across the boat he grasped 
tho man bv the finger just ns he wns about 
to sink again. He kopt hirt hold but Ger- 
hardt's finarer was broken. 

Hundreds of people who stood on the 
pier were horrified at the sight and feared 
that they wore about to witness a calamity. 
Hollo Hill of Oak street had been fishing 
. on the south pier when his attention was 
. drawn to tho cries of others who had notic- 
ed tho swamping of the boat. Without a 
second's delay Hill dashed up the pier to 
the place where tho light houso keeper has 
a boat. 

With the aid of a couplo of men tho 
boat was drawn. "I nm going ou,t. Who 
will go with me?" cried Hill, but (he men 
who stood about shrunk from risking their 
liveB^ ' 

"Well, I'll go alone, then," ho cried, ns 
ho jumped. into tho boat nnd rowed toward 
the men in* the water. His tusk wan a 
difficult one as it was almost impossible to 
manage a boat in the heavy sea. Once ho 
approached the men and was about to help 
one aboard when his boat was hurled away 

By this time the light houso keeper -hnd 
arrived and he called for Hill to row in 
and tako him aboard, This was done nnd 
the two men were better able to manage 
the boat. Gerhardt was lifted into the 
boat and a toe line made fust to tho water 
logged craft which tho mon had usod. ^ 

ThiB was towed to the side of tho pier\ 
whero'tue men were lifted to safety. »

St. Paul Rail Road Company Begin Work 
of filling in Nippersink Neck. 

Snlurduy afternoon September 5 the St. 
Paul railroad company began work filling 
in the trestle at Nippersink neck, south of 
Fox Lake. The railroad here crosses a 
stretch of open water COO feet across. 
There is a drawbridge in the center and 
the rest of the distance the tracks are on 
an open trestle. . 

Tho railroad company claims it has 
great difficulty in keeping this part of their 
track in order due to the damage by ice in 
tho spring and, in spita of their efforts, is 
never in good order. So thoy have de- 
termined, to fill in a part of the way. 
Boat men.and farmers north of the river 
immediately became interested. Water 
hnd been flowing under the entire COO 
f:et and they feared that if the channel 
wns greatly narrowed it would raise the 
water above the - drawbridge* and create 
such a current that boats would have a 
hard task to get through from below, 
The fact that the work was begun with 
Sunday and a holiday following, when 
they could not be slopped by injunction 
seemed a suspicious circumstance. 

An investigation was promptly r-ct on 
foot nnd the conipnny explained that they 
would leave 200 feet of drawbridge and 
trestle for the water to pass through and 
that they had started in with two holidays 
because then less freight trafiic was passing 
over the road and the progress of the work 
was less subject to Interruptions, The 
explanation eased the mutter for nwhile 
but it is known that summer resort ers are 
not satisfied with the depth of the water 
at present nnd attempts to dam Nipper- 
sink neck and the exit from Channel lake 
are conlidenntly looked forward to. The 
hole in tho McHenry dam is being repair- 
ed with rock in a stable manner. The 
flush boards are now nil on this dam once 
more and ns a consequence the water is 
slowly rising in tho lower Inkes. The re- 
sort people are more inclined to respect 
the rights of property owners than in the 
past and it is likely that dredging as a 
means of keeping open the channel will 
receive more favor than it has heretofore. 



RURAL CARRIERS 
" . AGITATE 

BETTER ROADS 

The rural mail carriers of Illinois hnvo 
gone on record ns favoring nn amendment 
of the law which calls for the election of 
three commissioners of highways in every 
township. The change that the carries 
propose is to have one commissioner elect- 
ed who is to give his entire time ond at- 
tention to keeping up the road of the town- 
ship. This mnn would be paid a good 
salary and would be thoroughly competent 
and expert. In this way the farmer, the 
carrier nnd ths general public would be 
benefited by good road all the year around. 

The objection urged by the carriers to 
the idea of having three commissioners is 
that no one of them can or does devote his 
best efforts to building nnd maintaining 
roads. The work is notyetsystemized nnd 
hit or miss fashion prevails. The rural 
carries known what the defects of the roads 
are all over the stato. for there is no class 
of citizens who use them more then they 
and who are in position to say just what 
the shortcomings of the present systems 
are. 

At the next session there is no doubt that 
nn effort will be made to havo the law 
amended. The mail carriers have an 
organization and a representati vea t Spring- 
field who looks after their interests. As 
n result of their constant agitation for good 
roads there can be no doubt that the high- 
ways of Illinois will be improve from year 
to year until they reach that point of per- 
fection characteristic of the country roads 
of the continent of Europe.

Dead Body Found Between Quilts That 

.Were Still Smoldering — Corner 

Taylor Holds Inquest 



Henry Jones, colored, age 30, wns found 
asphyxiated by smoke Tuesday morning nt 
six o'clock in a bungalow adjoining the 
Thomas Kimkin residence at Lake Bluff. 

When an entrance wns forced fire was 
discovered among the bed quil.ts of tho bed 
on which Jones has slept. At that lime 
Jones lay on tho floor in an unconscious 
condition. 

Jones went to Waukegan Monday even- 
ing about eight o'clock nnd immediately 
commenced bowling up until upon his ar- 
rival home he was pretty well intoxicated. 
Ho is supposed to have retired immedi- 
ately. . 

About three o'clock Tuesday morning 
William Itankin, eldest son of Thomas 
Itankin, a manufacturer, heard a noise in 
the bungalow. He investigated 'and 
learned 'from the colored man that he had 
been drinking nnd that he was intoxicated. 
He told him that he would have to bo 
quiet so that the people in the house 
would bo able to sleep. He left the bungar 
low and thought nothing more of it until 
at Bix o'clock Tuesday morning he ob- 
served smoke curling from the roof, lie 
forced an entrance and found the coach- 
man lying dend on the floor. 

Jones was well known in Waukegan ns 
hnd visited there frequently during the 
past yenr. He claimed that he was mar- 
ried and had a wife and family'livihg in 
Chicago, 

, Dr. .1. la. Taylor, coroner, held the in- 
quest early Tuesday morning. The verdict 
reads as follows: Jones came to his death 
by being asphyxiated by smoke while in- 
toxicated. 

An effort is being made to locate and 
notify his wife and family.

In attempting to left a blazing pot of rosin 
and gasoline from a fire on the roof of a the 
new Talcotton North Sheridan road Wauke- 
gan late Thursday afternoon, Jerry 
Wright, 855 Grand avenue, employed ns 
tinner by the Lnnyon Hnrdwenr store, 
overturned the whole mnss of buning pitch 
over his body. 

l r he inflammable material ignited in- 
stantaneously and tho flames sprang ten 
feet in the air. The body of the unfort- 
unate mnn wns converted into a human 
torch. Mad with the flames filling his 
eves and nostrils, to say nothing of the 
excruicating pain from the boiling pitch 
which clung tohis body, Wright dashed 
across the roof, running nn imminent risk 
of plunging to the ground thirty feet be- 
low. It wns not until he mnnnged to tear 
the burning cloth from his body that he 
suffered a temporary releif. As a result 
his face, hands and body are bady blisted. 

Wright had been mixing rosin, gasoline 
and some other material in an iron kettle 
over a fire, preparatory to apyjying it to 
the roof. Suddenly the kettle started to 
boil over and fearing thnt an explosion 
might occur if the gasoline came in contact 
with the flames, Wright attempted to, life 
the pot from the fire. 

i J In so doing he must have jerked* it a 
little as he overturned it on )iis chest and 
'nTJ3omen*and the front put of his clothes 
were nearly soaked jkhUi it. Before he 
could get away tho fire had leaped to his 
clothing. 

Fellow Workmen tried to go to Wright's 
assistance but thoy could not reach him in 
time to prevent serious burns. Danger 
was added by the fnct that the accident 
occurred on a high roof.

Unkempt and dirty and 
muttering strange words, he nppoared at 
the residence of Mrs. W. E. Dawson nbout 
4 o'clock*. Mrs. Dawson was alone with 
her daughter. 

The women became alarmed nnd fled to 
the home of Mrs. Matthew Zahnle. The 
insane man followed theih. 

Tho women armed themselves and tel- 
ephoned for tho police. Graukoski at- 
tempted no violenco at tho Znhdie resi- 
dence, ho partially demolished tho interior 
of the Dawson homo after the women had 
left. ' 

Tho report that a "wild man" was on 
tho rampugo noar the town caused great 
excitement for a time, but ho was later ar- 
rested and locked up.

Knowing there was a 
bull in tho field«and being' a stranger there 
he took nlong a pitchfork 16 defend him- 
self in case the bull showed ongor. Never 
beforo has tho animal tarneu on anybody 
but usually they are not friendly to 
strangers, therefore he went prepared. 

He had started for the barn when the 
animal made for him nnd beforo he could 
reach tho fence ho was thrown to the 
ground and the animal started butting 
him fiercely. Curry tried to get away be- 
cause ho was where no help wns . at hand 
and finally he managed to work his way to 
the feuca under which lie rolled and thus 
got away. lie had no chance to U6o the 
fork as ho was taken so unawares. 

Tho fact that the bull was dehorned was 
what saved his life for, had it had horns, 
it would surely hnvo killed him.

The man in' the caso is 
Thomas Haas of Wauconda. who for some 
lime has been employed picking cucumbers 
for his uncle at Mcllenry. 

The couple's marriage took place in 
Justice Orvis' ofiice, Waukegan, a week 
ago last Friday, and the singular and 
more interesting part of it is that the 
couple had really become acquainted with 
each other only the previous Tuesday at 
the Libertyville fair. 

In other words, they met on Tuesday, 
fell in love at first sight and were married 
on Friday. 

The young girl who has just past her 
fifteenth birthday, was sent to McHenry by 
her mother, her plan being to Btnrt school 
the following week. There she was intro- 
duced to Haas and it is said they bejieveM 
themselves to be each other's -naturaL 
affinity, and the marriage plana began to 
mature at once, with the result that they 
came to* the Libertyville fair on Friday, 
tbftn hurried to Waukegan and Haas 'pro- 
cured the marriage^ license.

White and Colored Children Not Edu- 
cated Together at Alton. 



MARK SITE- OF DEBATE. 

Limestone Boulder Set on Historic 
Spot In Duquoln. 



Alton — Despite a ruling of the su- 
preme court of Illinois that the local 
board of education has no legal power 
to segregate the races in the public 
Bchools, 76 negro pupils were turned 
away when they reported for enroll- 
ment in the schools for white children. 
In every Instance policemen were on 
hand In anticipation of trouble, but 
the negroes submitted quietly. 

Thirty negro children, nccompanled 
by their parents, reported at the 
Washington school. Here three mem- 
bers of the board of educntlon and five 
policemen Informed them that they 
had been assigned to one of the three 
schools provided exclusively for ne- 
groes. 

The court decision,' which declares 
the board is without legal power to 
segregate the races, also demonstrated 
that It takes a'hegro 11 years to get 
into a white school in Alton. UnlesB 
he is very young when suit is began 
he is past school age when it Is de- 
cided, and therefore gains nothing by 
going to law. 

It was 11 years ago that two negro 
children sued the board. A few 
months ago an opinion was handed 
down In their favor. They were past 
21 years of age when the case was 
terminated. 

The suit was begun as a test case, 
but did not directly affect any except 
the defendants./, If any others wish to 
enter the whito;Bchools they will have 
to go to law. v If a Blmllar delay 1b 
experienced they will be grown men 
or women when the suit Is ended. 

The board of education reserves the 
right to assign pupils, white or black, 
to any school In the city, regardless 
of residence or location. Often, it is 
said, white children are taken from 
one school to another to alleviate 
crowded conditions, or for other good 
reasons. 

In transferring negro children, al- 
ways the board assigns some reason- 
However, they are sent, In every In- 
stance, to one of the three negro 
schools. 



Duquoln.— A huge boulder of native 
Union City limestone now marks the 
spot In the Union county fair grounds 
at Jonesboro, south of this city, 
where Lincoln and Douglas held ono 
of their series of memorable debates 
in 1858. It is 3%x4 feet . square, 
welghB 5,000 pounds and is set in con- 
crete. The massive stone bears this 
inscription: "September 15, 1858. Lin- 
coln and Douglas Debnte; September 
15, 1908, celebrated." 

The fiftieth anniversary of tho de- 
bate will be elaborately observed by 
tho citizens of Jonesboro and Union. 
The following speakers will deliver 
addresses: Gov. C. N. Haskell of Okla- 
homa; Adlal E. Stevenson, Democratic 
candidate for governor of Illinois; Col. 
Clark E. Carr of Galesburg, a personal 
friend and associate of Lincoln; Gen. 
Alfred Orendorf of Springfield, presi- 
dent of the Illinois State Historical 
society, and J. McCan Davis of Spring- 
field, Republican candidate for su- 
preme court clerkship.

Chicago. — Judge Kenesaw Landls, 
who fined the Standard Oil Company 
$29,000,000, Is charged with having 
permitted' outside Influonces to govern 
his decision by the attorneys for the 
company In their answer to the appli- 
cation for a rehearing filed In the 
Unitod States court of appeals. 

The answer refers to the Judgment 
of that court as an "unheard-of fine," 
and sny8 that the court was "gov- 
erned by evidence and considerations 
which were not proper to Influonco a 
judicious magistrate." 

District Attorney Sims, who con- 
ducted the prosecution, was referred 
to as a "zealous prosecutor." 

The answer to the government's ap- 
peal for rehearing Is submitted by 
Attorneys John S. Miller, Morltz 
Rosenthal and Alfred D. Eddy, counsel 
for the oil company, and cites numer- 
ous reasons why Judge Grosscup and

The principal argument presented 
1b In regard to excessive fines, and It 
is declared absolutely that District At- 
torney Sims could find no authority to 
support Judge Landls in his action of 
fixing the "unheard-of fine." Regard- 
ing this the answer states: 

"The provision of the bill of rights 
in the eighth amendment to the fed- 
eral constitution forbidding the impo- 
sition of excessive fines enacts a 
cherished principle of Magna Charta, 
which Is the foundation of American 
and Anglo-Saxon laws and Jurispru- 
dence, and which required that fines 
imposed for faults or crimes should 
be 'after the manner of the fault,' or 
'according to the helnousness of It,' 
and forbade fines so large as to de- 
prive a defendant of that which was 
necessary to his vocation or liveli- 
hood." 

The action of the government In 
bringing the oil company to trial Is 
referred to as "malicious prosecution," 
and It Is reiterated that no evidence 
and law has been brought to bear 
on the case by the federal attor- 
neys. 



Washington.— Orvlllo Wright Thura* 
day broke the world's record for 
time and distance for . a heavier- 
than-air flying machine which ho 
established WednoBday. In a flight 
requiring great skill on account of 
a ten-mile wind, he circled around the 
drill grounds at Fort Myer 68'tlmos 
in 65 minutes and 52 seconds, exceed* 
Ing the time of Wednesday's record 
flight by three minutes and 37 seconds. 
Tho flight was witnessed by nearly a 
thousand people. 

At 5:08 Mr. Wright signaled C. B. 
Taylor, his mechanic, to release the 
machine. Tho aeroplane rose from the 
ground almost Immediately after leav- 
ing the single starting rail. It contin- 
ued to climb higher with each suc- 
cessive round of tho field, until It 
reached an altitude of 75 feet For, 
the first 30 seconds the machine flew 
as smoothly as on Its previous flights, 
but from that time on It was seen to 
pitch at tho turns, as tho breeze from 
the west struck 1L 

Whenevor the machine pitched, It 
could be plainly seen from below that 
it responded promptly to overy move 
of the levers by the operator. One of 
Mr. Wright's asBlBtants marked the 
time In large figures at Intervals on 
the roof of a shed, In order that Mr. 
Wright might see how long he had 
been In the air. 

A guBt of wind, unusually strong, 
struck the aerial flyer during -Its 
forty-second round, and It plunged 
Bharply, causing the crowd to exclaim 
In alarm. Mr. Wright then brought his 
machine lower, but on tho fifty-third 
round he had reached an altitude of 
200 feet. Ho came down at the 
northern end of tho field at the end of 
the fifty-eighth round, landing easily. 

Washington.— In a flight lasting 
one hour, ten minutes and 26 seconds, 
Orvllle Wright Friday surpassed all 
his exploits for a time and dlstanco 
flight for a heavler-than-alr machine. 
Two flights were made at Fort Myer, 
Va., the first being of ten minutes and 
50 seconds' duration. The test dem- 
onstrated, according to the aviator's 
calculation, that tho spoed of the 
areoplano during the record-breaking 
flights of Wednesday and Thursday 
was 39.55 miles an hour. — Changes In 
the aeroplane aro to be made.

FIGHTING TUBERCULOSIS. 



Announcement Made That American 

Federation Will Join In Fight 

Against Plague. 



Washington. — American working- 
men and worklngwomen, represented 
by the American Federation of Labor, 
will co-operate with the coming world's 
congress on tuberculosis to prevent 
the spread of consumption In work- 
shops, homes and public buildings. 

This developed at the session of the 
executive council of the federation, 
when tho council decided to assume 
charge of a mass meeting to be held 
in connection- with the congress on 
Sunday, October 4. 

John Mitchell will preside and make 
an address emphasizing tho Impor- 
tance to worklngmen of the tubercu- 
losis crusado. Samuel Qompers, pres- 
ident of the federation, will make tho 
principal address. Tho effect of tu- 
berculosis upon the workers will, be 
proved by statistics, which show that 
25 per cent, of all deaths between the 
ages of 15 and 45 aro due to con- 
sumption. 

It was decided that the American 
Federation of Labor make overy effort 
to aid In furthering the movement 
among the people of our country to se- 
curo legislation for the conservation 
of our natural resources. 

A resolution was adopted to urgent- 
ly request President Roosevelt to In- 
tervene and prevent the surrender of 
Jan Pouron to the Russian govern- 
ment. Pouren participated In the rev- 
olutionary movement of the Baltic 
provinces to obtain a freer form of 
government for the people of Russia. 
When the revolution failed he escaped 
to the United States and obtained em- 
ployment which ho followed for more 
than eight months. Russian spies In 
the United States ferreted him out 
and now demand his extradition.

— A. Booth & Co., the 
$12,000,000 fish, garao and sea food 
corporation, with branches extend- 
ing from coast to coast, passed 
into the hands of a receiver late 
Thursday afternoon. 

On petition of Alfred E. Booth and 
the Linen Thread Company of Now 
York, Judge S. H. Bethoa In the 
United States circuit court named 
William J. Chalmers, president of the 
Commercial National Safe Deposit 
Company, who took charge of tho 
company's general office. 

The general assets are placed at 
$8,000,000, exclusive of the company's 
good will, valued at $4,000,000, and the 
liabilities, according to tho bill, ap- 
proximate $5,500,000. 

Too great an expansion of tho com- 
pany's business and a largo amount of 
outstanding short-time notes are the 
reasons given for the corporation's 
predicament.

The French authorities for- 
warded his majesty a hearty invita- 
tion to do so and had made every prep- 
aration to welcome the Imperial vis- 
itor.

Tho package was a cleverly 
contrived combination of powder, bul- 
lets and matches which had been bo 
arranged that had the governor opened 
it In tho ordinary way there Is little 
doubt It would have killed him.

Thousands of .pilgrims from the va- 
rious outlying, villages and other parts 
of the Hooghly district poured in from 
an early hour in tho morning to. the 
temples of Jagernath, says the Cal- 
cutta Statesman.

Joe James, Indicted for the murder 
of Clergy A. Ballard, and whoso life 
waB sought by the mob during the re- 
cent riots, but who was spirited away 
in an automobile, was arraigned be- 
for Judge Crelghton. Ho pleaded not 
guilty and asked a change of venue 
on the grounds that race prejudice 
among the people made a fair trial 
impossible. The court overruled the 
motion to quash the Indictments 
against Abe Raymer, Indicted as the 
mob leader, for the murder of Scott 
Burton and W. H. Donnegan, who were 
lynched. Only one of the Indictments 
In the Donnegan murder was quashed. 
Springfield citizens organized a law 
and order league, with Rev. J. H. Bos- 
well president. The purpose Is to 
drive questionable characters, black 
and white, frcm the city. 



Requisitions Issued. 

Gov. Deneen issued a requisition on 
the governor of New York for the re- 
turn to Chicago of Harold J. Jelenko, 
who Is under arrest in New York and 
wanted In Chicago on a charge of 
larceny as bailee.

Begin Trial of James. 

The trial of Joseph James, a negro, 
charged with the murder of C. A. Bal- 
lard, began. James pleads self-de- 
fense, though admitting that he stabbed 
Ballard to death. The negro crept into 
the room of Ballard's daughter during 
the night. When the girl Bcreamed 
her father grappled with James and 
was killed. This tragedy, followed 
closely by the alleged assault upon 
Mrs. Earl Hallam by a- negro, was 
largely responsible for precipitation of 
the recent race riots. James was one 
of the negroes whose life the mob 
sought, but who, with George Rich- 
ardson, was taken away from the 
Springfield Jail in an automobile. 



Illinois Rich In Clay. 

Missouri changed places with In- 
dinna and thus became sixth Instead 
of seventh In rank among the states 
as a producer of clay products In 1907. 
Illinois also made an advance, pass- 
ing New York and taking fourth place. 
The output of clay products In Mis- 
souri In 1907, as shown the other day, 
was valued at $6,898,871; and at $6,- 
C9C.275 In 190C; the value of the In- 
diana product was $6,858,124 in 1J907 
and $7,158,234 in 1906. The produc- 
tion In Illinois In 1907 amounted to 
$13,220,489, as compared with $12,634,- 
181 In 1900. The production in Illi- 
nois last year was 8.32 per cent, of the 
total production of the country. Every 
state and territory was a producer In 
1907, the values ranging from $40,107, 
or .37 per cent, of the total, In South 
Dakota, to $30,340,830 or 19.09 per 
cent, of the total, in Ohio. 



Portland, Me.— Although the Repub- 
licans came oft victorious in the state 
election Monday, Bert M. Fernald of 
Poland being* chosen governor over 
Obadlah Gardner of Rockland, the 
Democrats had the satisfaction of see- 
ing the normal Republican plurality 
cut. to less than 10,000 votes for the 
first time in a presidential year for 
more than a quarter of a century. 

All four Republican candidates for 
congress were elected and for state 
auditor, Charles P. Hatch of Augusta 
(Rep.) defeated his opponent. 

At 10:30 Monday night returns for 
governor from all the cities and 400 
towns and plantations out of 499 gave 
Fernald (Rep.) 68,300, Gardner (Dem.), 
61.61G. The same places in 1904 gave 
Cobb (Rep.) 70,882; Davis (Dem.), 46,- 

This shows a Republican loss of four 
per cent, and a Democratic gain of 32 
per cent. On this basis the Repub- 
lican, plurality in the state was esti- 
mated at about 8,000. 

The Republicans were on the de- 
fensive throughout the campaign, seek- 
ing to hold the state by the usual plu- 
rality by answering the various Dem- 
ocratic arguments, which were mainly, 
for resubmission of the prohibitory 
law, taxation of the wild lands and re- 
form In administrative methods. . But 
little was said of national Issues, al- 
though the Republicans, through out- 
side speakers, sought at various points 
to bring such subjects to the atten- 
tion of the people. Local IssueB, how- 
ever, proved more popular. 






Troops Go to Indiana. 

Company H, Eighth Infantry. I. N. 
Q., composed of 63 men and three com- 
missioned officers, under command of 
Capt. W.' D. Hodge, left over the Wa- 
sh-. Xor* Fort Benjamin Harrison, 
Ind. The company will Join national 
guardsmen from Indiana In an en- 
campment of ten days. Beside the 
local company, three companies from 
Decatur, Bloomington and Jackson- 
ville also left for Indiana. The four 
companies form the third battalion of 
the Eighth regiment of colored mi- 
litiamen and are under command of 
MaJ. Otis Duncan. 

Rain Badly Needed. 

Serious and irreparable damage has 
been done In many parts of the state 
hecuuse of the lack of moisture. Rain- 
falls of Insufficient and unsatisfying 
amounts are reported from a few sta- 
« tions, according to a report by Wil- 
liam B. Burns, section director. In 
many districts the drought Is becom- 
ing serious, and unless rainfall comes 
within a short time, the farm products 
will bo harmed considerably. A cool 
wave, followed by a light frost in 
JL northern localities, overspread the 
^siiUo during the early part of the 
month. 

Will Open an Office. 

Sergt. Hoi man, who is in charge of 
the local Marine corps recruiting of- 
fice, received authority from the head- 
quarters to open up a permanent office 
in room 303 Odd Fellows* building. 
The local office will serve as the head- 
quarters of central Illinois and Sergt. 
Holman will establish an office this 
week In Danville. Branch offices In 
Decatur, Champaign and Jacksonville, 
?.s tributaries to the local office, are 
also contemplated. 



Riot Indictments to Stand. 

Judge Crelghton, in the Sangamon 
circuit court, overruled the motion by 
counsel for Abe Raymer, Indicted on 
the charge of murder in the lynching 
of William H. Donnegan (colored), 
on the night of August 15, and for riot- 
ing, inciting riots, and destruction of 
property, to have the Indictments re- 
turned by the special grand Jury de- 
clared void and Illegal. The charge 
was made by Raymond's counsel that 
the Btate's attorney did not show that 
public justice required the convening 
of a special grand Jury as required by 
law. As soon- as the decision of the 
court waB rendered Raymer appeared 
In court and entered a plea of "not 
guilty" to all counts. 



Hid In Ambush for Troops. 

While a company of colored troopB 
was preparing to leave the Wabash 
station for Indianapolis a man w;as 
discovered lying in the shadows near- 
by ready to assault the soldiers with 
bricks. The man had at least a half 
bushel of bricks brotfen down to handy 
throwing size and ready for use, the 
minute the train started to pull out. 
HIb intentions were discovered in time 
and the fellow was chased away before 
he had an opportunity to start a race 
war all his own. 



8tate Cases Are Continued.

James Porter, a negro, Indicted oy 
the special grand Jury for alleged com- 
pllclty in the assault on William Bowe 
during the race riot, ; was returned 
from Hannibal, Mo., by Deputy Sheriff 
Clendenln. Porter fled the city and 
was. apprehended at Hannibal by the 
authorities there.

Grand Marals, Chicago Bay, Love- 
land, Big Bay, Pigeon river and 
other smaller settlements immediately 
along the shore are thought to be 
safe. The situation on the Mesaba 
range Is also greatly . improved and 
the flames in that territory have now 
reached a stage where they are no 
longer considered dangerous to the 
towns. 

EXCURSION TRAIN TELESCOPED. 

One Killed and Many Injured at Ches- 
terton, Ind. 



Chesterton, Ind.— One Chicago wom- 
an was almost instantly killed and 
nearly two score of other persons, 
most of them residents of Indianap- 
olis, were more or less seriously in- 
jured In one of the worst excursion 
wrecks of the year, which occurred at 
Chesterton Monday. 

A Lake Shore suburban train known 
as the "Chesterton theater dummy," 
crashed into an Indianapolis excursion 
train which had been stalled near the 
station. The dense smoke blown down 
from the northern forest fires is de- 
clared to have been one reason for 
the accident. %

Leavenworth, Kan.— Wilson Collins, 
former caBhler of a bank at Elkhart, 
Ind., was released from the federal 
prison here Tuesday morning after a 
six-year sentence for violation of the 
national banking law. 

Collins was sentenced at the same 
time with A. N. Broderlck, president 
of the bank, and Walter Brown, a 
financier who borrowed heavily from 
the bank. The three men are brothers- 
in-law. CollinB at the trial turned 
state's evidence* and testified that the 
bank loaned Brown three times the 
legal amount. , 



This season of the year is Just the 
time for the - housekeeper to take 
pains and make plans to develop in 
her youngest daughter all the quali- 
ties that go to make up an all-round 
housekeeper. 

Go away for a whole day now and 
then and leave the entire responsibil- 
ity of the household — ordering, cook- 
ing and dusting— to the : daughter. If 
you are without help in the kitchen, 
all the better, for. the daughter will 
learn all the quicker and learn all 
the more. If you have one or more 
older daughters send them away and 
give over, all responsibility to the 
youngest, who is sure to bo over- 
shadowed so long as older sisters are 
around. 

I have a friend, that while her two 
older daughters, both capable house- 
keepers, were away this summer, gave 
full charge to a daughter of 13. She 
spent each day of one week away, re- 
turning at night, Just in time for' sup- 
per. She neither gave any orders in 
the morning or went into the kljchen 
at uight before supper. Everything 
waB satisfactory and a most excellent 
dinner served one night when there 
were two extra for supper. Things 
ran with wonderful smoothness, and 
the house was kept in apple-pie order. 
Other members of the family could 
scarcely believe it, as this suddenly 
developed housekeepor of but 13 
summers had alwayB shirked respon- 
Biblllty, and even work, to such an 
extent that, her older sisters and 
brothers had long been convinced that 
their youngest sister was simply 
"lazy" and never would learn. 

When will mothors believe that so- 
called "laziness" is simply lack of in- 
centive. Further, that "incentive" with 
some natures comes spontaneously, 
when presented to them as a form of 
duty; others have to have a spontane- 
ous deBlre to create an Incentive. In 
this case it becomes the parents' high- 
est duty to search and search with 
ingenuity, wisdom and patience until 
the power to quicken the mainspring 
of the child's character has been 
reached. 

This may mean many failures and 
many heartaches, but with each at- 
tempt much Is learned to form a 
stepping-stone to widen experience. It 
certainly is JUBt.as grievous a fault to 
neglect to so teach and trsJn our daugh- 
ters that the mantle of all our house- 
keeping qualities will fall upon them 
as to neglect giving them a common 
school education. 

I thoroughly appreciate the fact that 
it is more often far easier to do a 
thing yourself than to with patience 
see it half done by the daughters. 
But if we look at this as but one dis- 
agreeable part of our business of 
housekeeping, we. will at once accept 
the temporary annoyance with cheer- 
fulness. One of the most exasperat- 
ing dutleB to me Is to teach a child 
to make cake, and yet I have always 
forced myself to accept It as but a 
part of my business, JuBt as the hus- 
band has in commercial life many 
annoying details to wade through. I 
think men are more inclined to take 
such things "as a matter of course." 

One Bon demnnded to bo taught the 
art of cake making, even to fancy 
icing, and to-day no one of the four 
that followed has been able to touch 
his quality of gingerbread. Outside 
of our duties to our daughters as fu- 
ture housekeepers we should bear In 
mind that the work of the hands de- 
velops the brain, else how would we 
have the present wonderful Inventions 
in modern machinery? 

I do not wish to sidetrack too often 
from practical housekeeping, but 
wise housekeeping keeps In mind 
the sacred fact that a woman's 
duty is not done when she Just pro- 
vides good, wholesome meals, com- 
fortable clothing and a neat house. 
She muBt by thought, word and deed 
teach her children by. giving them re- 
sponsibility, and thus force them to 
think, to manage and to work in their 
own homes, if she alms to be a "wiBe" 
housekeeper. 



California Cactus Blows Around the 
Desert for Months. 

Curious among vegetable growths 
and one which is seldom seen of- men 
is the rootless cactus of tho California 
desert, says the * Techlncal World. 
This plant, a round, compact growth, 
rolls about the level floor of the des- 
ert for some eight or nine monthB of 
the year, tossed hither and yon by. 
the winds which blow with fierceness 
over all of California's sand plat dur- 
ing those months. 

At the coming of tho rains, or 
rather the cloudbursts, which sweep 
the desert In its springtime, this cac- 
tus takeB root wherever it happens to 
have been dropped by the last wind 
of which it was the plaything and im- 
mediately begins toput out all around 
it small shoots, which in turn become 
cacti, exactly like the parent plant. 

These young growths increase in 
Blze rapidly, sucking the molBture 
both from the parent plant and from 
the surrounding earth. The rootp do 
not penetrate the soil deeply, but 
spread often over a circle whoso 
radius Is not less than ten feet. These 
roots, too, are small, but practically 
Innumerable, and they get every bit 
of moisture and plant food to be had 
In the territory they cover.
